We can not push up our price be- 


yond a certain point or we will lose 
thc rest of our foreign market. 


The solution obviously is a com- 


promise: Enough rcslriction to give 
our American producers a reasonable 
pi-ice, yet keeping cotton cheap en- 
ough to worry our foreign competitors. 


But it is possible — and every South- 


ern farmer should remember this — 
that if Brazil keeps on increasing her 
production thc United States might 
hnve to throw overboard her entire 
reduction program and make cotton 
very cheap again in order to hold onlo 
the foreign trade. 


Why? you ask. 
Here's why: More than half of ev- 


ery normal American bale must even- 
tually be sold to a foreign buyer. In 
normal times we average 15 million 
bales production per year— and in 
normal times the United States con- 
sumes only 7 million hales. 


If we had to cut permanently down 


to 7 million bales production per year 
the South would be bankrupt. 


So we are faced with a compromise 


for several years to come, until con- 
ditions improve among our foreign j 
buyers.
